'The King Is Com: 

Text: Revelation 21:? "He who conquers shall have this Merits , I I 

will he his <jOd and he shall be my son. " 

Each week we seen to he involved in a Sunday that has more 
than one emphasis, and this week is no exception. This week is the Sum- 
day before the First Sunday of Advent and is the Sunday that is to place 
TTinfr an emphasis on Key 73* So once a ;ain we must try to make a dual role 
serve our needs. 

I suppose we are all aware that Advent or the season of 
Advent is the time in which we reflect upon the coming of the (Jurist 
Child and how we must ?e our hearts for His comin . is i the 
first part of our .sis today. Perhaps not all of us have heard of 

73 and what it is and what it means. Therefore we must take a look 
at it so that all of us are aware of what it is and what is involved with 
it. This will not be the last you will hear of it either, since both of 
our churches will be involved in the community, wo 'king with the other 
churches and working separately to be about the work of this North American 
task for 1973. 

The word or term Key 73 comes from the fact that several 
years ago a group of churchmen met in Key West Florida and started to 
formulate a plan whereby the North American continent would hear the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ from one end of it to the other. From North to 
South from East to West the message is to be carried and it is to be 
carried by any and all people who are concerned with those who are out- 
side of the church. 

The group of iagc churchmen formulated the plans and de- 
signated 1973 as the year when these plans were to become operational. 
The start of this program is or was to be ■ .. , iichever the case may be, 
with Thanksgiving in some areas, depending on those co-operatgng, 
and will begin Heart; week the First ounday of advent in almost all areas. 
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Now if some of you have been thinking that this sounds some- 
what like an emphasis that smacks of Billy Graham and an Evangelistic 

roach, then you are absolutely correct. The only taj \t needs to 
be said is that 3illy Graham is not sponsoring this, but he does believe 
in it whole-heartedly. I wish we could say the same for the United 
Sliurch of Christ. There are approximately 130 denominations who will 
participate in this ujjuiJoacEocfeES venture, and unfortunately the United 
Church of Christ in its entirety v± is not one of them. If you want the 
most honest reason that I can give you for our denominations lack of 
complete participation, the answer lies with the president of our Church 
Dr. Robert Moss. When asked if we would participate he remarked in these 
words, (this is not the exact word for word quotation, but it bbc covers 
the answer that I read , ) wwrfryaranHh; law i HgyVtrraWWroTr He said , "Vo do not 
wish to participate because it smacks too much of Billy Graham." 
ITow I am not being unduly harsh or critical when I say I am opposed to 
answer, because when you look at the roster ;ations 

that are participating, you will find very many that are not very active 
in active Evangelism as we know it. The head of this Key 73 1 is 
a Lutheran pastor of the Missouri Synod, and we know the Lutheran Cflu 
is a sister church of ours in form of worship and in many others ways. 
if it is good enough for the Lutherans to become involved in, then why 
the UOC? But our Conference is not as blind as the National leadership, 
fortunatel, ve sent out information to our churches in the f-enn 

area and we are free to become involved if we so desire. 

God has a je for us to deliver. This message is that 
God loves the ./orld so much that lie forgives all our sins through His 
Son Jesus Christ. The message is love js. t is 

'ie wants delivered, by us. A message of Love and Forgiveness, delivered 
by people who show this love aniff forgiveness. You and I as Christians 
are to be jriven this unique task this year. Actually it is our task all 
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of our lives, but it is to be a concentrated effort by all this year. 
ITow this is not an ecumenical movement, it is a that says, "Yes, 
our task as Christians is to deliver to the aon-C - bian the message 
od's love and forgiveness." 

Whatever effort is expended by any individual in any c- - 
ation is to be supplemented by the use of radio and television. So 
wljen I say you will not be hearing about Key 73 once I mean it. The 
first national attention will be ;;iven with a nationwide television 
special to be shown on January 6th the first 3aturday of January. So 

•k that date down. 3ut from now until then, the individual churches 
will I 'ing ;a rogram rolling in each community. So 
ase start ; your hearts and minds to become involved in this 
ram ±£:: ir churches will be participating and your help will be 

needed. We will all need to pray about this and work with it, because Efc 
hopefully at last, we will be seeking to fulfill our task as Christian 
churches and Christian individuals. 

The second emphasis this morni Ln this 

Key 73, but it is also tied up with Advent. In fact the Scripture for 
this morning, could also be used for a sermon devoted to the thou 
or belief in the Second of Christ. Now this morning I am not 
going to cover that aspect, and ix by not covering it, I do not mean to 
imply that I do not believe in it, or do not think it is important. 

reason for omittir aspect is simply because I want to focus on 
the Advent as it applies to Key 73. 

In our Scripture we read a verse which states, "He who 
conquers shall have this heritage, and I will be his G-od and he shall be 
my son." This verse could imply several t ings and perhaps it doeso .But 
what it implies to me is the Son Jesus Christ who came into the world 
and who lived and suffered and died for mankind. c in find this verse 
or asqsocEHiskExxiiqpcBrffadcfc slnilar usage of words in three different places 
in the j->ible. First we find it in Genesis 17:7, where God speaks to 



Abraham and says, "And I will establish my covenant between me and you 

their 
and your descendants after you throughout jaacc generations for an ever- 
lasting covenant, to be God to yoji -,nd to your descendan ts after you." 
r Jhen secondly he made the promise to the son who was to inherit David's 
kingdom in 2 Samuel 7:14, "I will be his father and he shall be my Son." 
thirdly it is found in one of the Psalms, Isalm 89:27 and this verse 
is thought to be the promise of the Hessian, it states, "And I will make 
him the firstborn, the highest of the kings of the earth." 

Now in each of these we see the reference to the Gon. 
In Genesis it is a promise of God to the descendants of ...braham. To 
the son of David, and this son was Solomon. But if we read the rest of 
this story that Nathan relates to David, we can see so many parallels to 
the Iiessiah that we must conclude that God could very easily have been 
foretelling of Jesus Christ. And the third promise in the Psklms is 
indeed the Messianic promise, 

■ii instance we can see the promise of the King. Go when 
we try to place all of this in context and to take a prevue look at Key 
75 as well as the start of advent we can see that we are talking about 
the King coming. Key 73 is the program that will be preparing the way 
so that the King can come a gain. Advent is the program that prepares 
us individually for the coming of the King into our lives personally. 
Go we cannot actually separate one from the other. 

iat prompted my thoughts along these lines is a Gospel 
song that speaks of the King Coming, and it is entitled simply, "The 
King Is Coming." This song has to do with the second coming of Jesus 
Christ, but perhaps it could very serve as our marching song as we strive 
to commit our churches and ourselves into this Key 73 program and into 
the season of Advent 1972.
